MILITARY PARK 
ALMOST ASSURED

Subcommittee Makes  Favor- 
able Report 


The Bill Will Probably Be Reported 
Favorably by the Full Commit- 
tee Today, and Take Its 
Place on the House 
Calendar. 


There is every indication that the At- 
lanta military park bill, now pending in 
congress, will soon become a law. The 
bill was favorably acted upon yesterday 
by the subcommittee of the house com- 
mittee on military affairs, an indication 
of the fact that it has strong backing and 
that there was no opposition manifested. 

Today the measure will go before the 
full committee and there is every reason 
to believe that its fate will be the same 
as at the hands of the subcommittee—a 
recommendation that it do pass. Should 
this be the action, which there is no 
reason to doubt, according to advices 
from Washington, the bill will then take 
its place upon the house calendar. Speak- 
er Henderson is a friend of the bill, and 
this is a point in the measure’s favor 
that can hardly be overestimated. 

There is practically no doubt of its 
passage through the senate, Senator Ba- 
een having rectived sufficient assurances 
of friendship for the measure in that 
body. 

This will be welcome news to those who 
are interested tn the founding of the 
military park on the Peachtree creek 
battle field to the north of the city. As 
a matter of fact all Atlantans are in- 
terested in this matter, for it will mean 
an extensive and important improvement 
from a historical as well as an artistic 
standpoint.

Action of Subcommittee. 

The following special dispatch to The 
Constitution from its Washington corre- 
spondent, Jos: Ohl, gives the present 
status of the measure: 

Washington, March 21.—(Spectal.)—The 
Atlanta national military park bill was 
favorably reported by the subcommittee 
o fthe committee on military affairs, to 
which it was referred, and tomorrow it 
will, in all probability, bt acted upon 
bv the full committee. 

The delay in action upon‘ the bill had 
been due to the absence from the city 
of Governor Hull, the chairman, who has 
been absent in Iowa looking after his 
political fences. Chairman Hull returned 
to the city yesterday and today. the sub- 
committee, of which Mr. Parker, of New 
Jersey, is chairman, took up the At- 
lanta bill. 

There is no question about the action 
of the subcommittee being indorsed by 
the full committee, as all of the mem- 
bers of that body are favorable to the 
Atlanta project. While one other park 
bill has been put through the committee 
before this, the sentiment of most of the 
members is favorable to the Atlanta 
bill as their first choice. 

The bill will go to the calendar when 
reported from the committee to the 
house, and, as Speaker Henderson is in- 
clined to look upen it with favor, there 
is every reason to expect comparatively 
early action by the house. 

Captain Howell, who has been here 
some days in the interest of the measure, 
is very hopeful of its passage in the near 
future. There is no question about its 
passage through the senate, where Sena- 
tor Bacon has introduced a bill similar 
to that introduced by Colonel Livingston 
in the house, but it is deemed best to 
hold back action by the senate until 
after the house has passed the bill.

HOPKINS GOOD AT TIMES 


But When He Wasn’t Good He Was 
Engaged in Cracking 
Safes. 


Chicago, March 21.—As a result of the 
shooting yesterday the police have be- 
come suddenly active and today are 
bending their energies to connect Joseph 
Hopkins, the injured man, with the $76,000 
postoffice robbery of last summer, 

Hopkins was shot by Dan Kipley, a 
nephew of former Chief of Police Kipley, 
and himself a former detective, yester- 
day in a flat occupied by Lillie Arling- 
ton, otherwise known as ‘“‘Diamond Lil.” 
Kipley, who, with the woman, is under 
arrest, claims self-defense. At St. Luke 
hospital today Hopkins’ condition was 
said to bs critical. 

Following the shooting it developed 
that Hopkins had been leading a ‘‘Jekyl- 
Hyde’ existence. He was identified, ac- 
cording to the police, as a bank robber 
and burglar of national notoriety, but in 
Palos park, where he had a cosy little 
home in a secluded spot sheltered by 
trees, it was found that he had a reputa-

Kipley, while in his cell, told a friend 
that Hopkins was a man for whom the 
police had b2en searching in connection 
with the postoffice robbery. What the 
connection is has not been made plain, 
but it is pointed out that Hopkins is an 
electrician, and that the holes drilled in 
the bottom of the safes in the postoffice 
were by tools receiving power from some 
electrical device. 

The search of the Hopkins house 
brought to light a kit of burglar's tools, 
but nothing was discovered showing that 
Hopkins had anything to do with the 
postoffice robbery. 

Papers giving directions for blowing 
safes and some dynamite and _  nitro- 
glycerine were also found on the premn- 
ises. Hopkins claims the explosives were 
used in clearing land.

Savainah, Mo., March 21.—When court 
opened this morning the jury in the case 
of Stewart Fife, charged with the murder 
of Frank Richardson at the home of ‘he | 
victim Christmas eve, 1900, returned a 
verdict of acquittal. Jt is said that only 
one ballot wads taken, and fhat from tha 
beginning the jurors stood unanirQous for 
ecquittal. The case went to the jury last 
evenirg. When the verdict was announced 
there was a dramatic scene in the court 
room. Mrs. Fife, motter of the accused, 
sprang forward end embrac@éd her son, 
shouting for joy all the while. Mrs. Fife 
is of a very. nervous temperament, and 
has suffered from hysteria at intervals 
ever since hef son was .arrested. Mfrs. 
Richardson, widow of the murdered ma’, 
was also in the court room, and gave 
vent to her emotion. Young Fife him- 
self was so overcome that he could not 
speak. | 

This is the second trial in the Richard- 
scn murder, Mrs. Richardson, the widow, 
having been acquitted only a few weeks 
ago, and still the mystery of Frank Righ- 
ardson’s sensational murder is unsolved. 
No other irdictments. are pending. and 

‘incident {is now probably closed, og 
far as the courts are concerned. Stewart 
Fife is a member of a wealthy family of 
St. Joseph, Mo., his father having for 
many years been a millionaire wholesale 
merchant. A few months after the mur- 
der Stewart Fife went away from this 
part of the country, @nd after a long ab- 
sence he was arrested at North Yakima, 
Wash., and was returned to Savannah in 
custody of an officer, charged with the 
murder of Richardson. 


CLASH IS LIKELY OVER WEBB. 


Held in Mexico, but United States 
Wants Him. 

El Paso Tex., March 21.—An_ inter- 
national controversy is likely to arise 
over the extradition of Charles Gilbert 
Webb, captured Wednesday morning in 
Mexico and wanted for eight years on a 
charge of robbing a mail coach in Idaho. 
Webb is now confined in jail in Parral. 
According t® Mexicar Consul Mellen, of 
this city, the mar cannot be extradited 
unless this government make an especial

BOLD PLAN TO WIN MILLIONS 


So Proposed New York Street Rail- 
way Merger Is Styled. 


STIFF FIGHT ON THE LEASE 


Proceedings Have Been Begun To 
Secure an Injunction—Salty 
Charges Made. 


Ngw York, March 21.—Argument was 
heard by Justice Gildersleeve in the su- 
preme court today in proceedings begun 
by H. Content and I. and S Wormser to re- 
strain the lease of the Metropolitan street 
railway io the Inter-Urban Street Rati- 
way Company. Beth actions are based on 
the claim that the action contemplated 
which wes ratified at a meeting of the 
stockholders yesterday is illegal and 
fraudulent in that it imvolves the trans- 
fer of the earnings of the Metropolitan 
system to persons other than the stock- 
holders of the company. 

It is also contended that the privilege 

given to the Metrcpolitan stockholders to 
subscribe for stock of the Metropolitan 
Securities Company, which it is proposed 
shall operate the system, was in.effect a 
bribe te secure the approyal of two- 
thirds of the stockholders and is a viola- 
t16n of the rights of those who 4o not 
approve ‘he scheme. 
The argument wes opened for the ptain- 
tiffs by Treadweli Cleveland, who de- 
ciared the stockholders would be: juggled 
cut of their earnings in the long years of 
prosperity ahead of the Metropolitan, He 
characterized tne lease as a “bold plan 
by which small bands of gentlemen hope 
to get hold of an enormously wealthy 
property.’ 

Mr. Cleveland contended that the Inter- 
Urban company was mefely a blind to 
enable the Metropolitan Securifies Com- 
pany to get hold of the Metropclitan road. 
the reply deéfared that mary of the 
statements tnade by Mr. Cleveland wefe 
without foundation, 

Mr. Guthrie saiG that at present there 
were 80 miles of New York streets on 
which were run horse cars. Under the 
new scheme the motive power in these 
streets would be changed to electricity. 
Mr. Guthrie declared that the Metroroli- 
tan system had been operated at a deficit 
of $31,000 last year. 

s'r. Guthrie submitted an affidavit of 
Robert Walker, secretary and treasurer 
of the Inter-Urban street railway, and 
aiso treasurer of the Metropolitan Securi- 
ties Company.

New York, March 21.—The Western 
Union company’s ‘cable office is in re- 
ceipt of the following ddvices, dated 
Panama, Golembia, March 21: 

‘The Colembian government notifies us 
that all consular and ‘diplomatic mes- 
sages must be subjected to censership.”’ 

Washington, March 21.—The state and 
navy departments have been informed 
of the purpose of the’ government of Co- 
lombia to censor all dispatch@®’ passing 
over the cables between diplomatic and 
consular officers on the isthmus and 
their home governments. The notice came 
to the navy department from Captain 
Reissenger, ef the Philadelphia, now at 
Panama, and the state department had 
its. intormation from the cable com- 
panies. 

Not much importance is attached to the 
notice, for there have been many such 
in recent years which were never en- 
forced against the United States, at least. 
Our. government being under obligation 
to protect isthmian transit, undoubtedly 
would hold that the free use of the cables 
and telegrephs is necessary to the exer- 
cise of that power, and it would not 
permit any interference with it. It so 
happens that, with a war vessel on either 
side of the isthmus there is little doubt 
of the physical ability of our government 
to protect its cable communication.

Dealers Seem To Be Lining

BOYCOTI CLAUSE CAUSES 
VERY BITTER OPPOSITION 


Plan of the British Trust To Injurs 
the Yankee Combine: Is De- 
nounced as Unfair to Deal- 
ers and Un-English. 


Fdinburgh Associaticn of Retafl Tobac- 
conists today a rpsolution was adopted 
unanimovsly declining to sign the Im- 
peria} Iebacco Company's agreement not 
to sell American goods for a term of 
years, but expressing willingness if the 
minimum price is raised so as to allow 
a fair profit to dealers to do what is pos- 
sible, bonus cr no bonus, for the sake of 
Eritish goods. The chairman declared that 
ne one, outside of a lunatic asylum, would 
sign such an agreement which would 
nuke them the servants of the Imperial 
‘’ebacco Company. While the Americans 
offered a large bonus, no restrictions 
were placed upon ‘the dealers. 

The Belfast tobacco dealers at a meet- 
ing today decided to acept the American 


i preposition. The feeling among the Lon- 


don tobacconists, exemplified at a big 
meeting, held this afternoon to consider 
the rival bonus schemes, was one of bit- 
ter opposition to tae boycotting clause of 
the,agreement proposed by the Imgerial 
Tubacco Company, which was described 
as arbitrary and unjust. 


’ They Refuse to Sign. 

Ultimately the London’ tobacconists, 
after a long discussion, passed a resolu- 
tion, unanimously, absojutely 1€fusing to 
sign the Imperial Tobacco Company's 
agreement as being “‘unjust and unfair to 
the dealers and un-English.”’ 

The retailers were not content with re- 
jcecting the proposed boycott of American 
tcbacco, but went a step farther, passing 
a resolution to support any manufa@ 
turers willing to guarantee, on proprie- 
tery articles, a minimum profit to the re- 
tailer of 20 per cent on tobacco to 25 per 
cent on cigarettes.

The observer has issued the report of 
weather for February in North Carolina. 
The mean temperature was 35.7 degrees 
for the month, which is 7 degrees below 
the normal] for thirty-one years. Only 
February, 1895, was colder. The rain- 
fall, 6.05 inches, has been exceeded only 
twice in February, and is 1.69 above nor- 
mal. The average snowfall was 10.4 
inches. All the snow fell in two days. 
At Louisburg it was 4% inches in depth. 
While much grain was winter-killed, the 
observer thinks some of the roots may 
have vitality. ;

CASE OF WILCOX 
IN JURY'S HANDS 


Court House at Elizabeth City, N. C, 
Crewded Early Yesterday. 


EVIDENCE READ TO THE JURY 


As There Were Two Hundred Type- 
written Pages, the Crowd Soon 
Disappeared — Charge of 
the Judge—Jury Is 
Still Out. 


Elizabeth’ City, N. C., March 21.—There 
was not a very large attendance today 
at the trial of young W cox for the mur- 
\ der of Miss Nellie Cropsey. The fact that 
‘all evidence, 200 typewritten pages, would 
be read kept the public away. Early in 
the morning the court house was well 
filled, but later in the day most of the 
seats were empty. In charging the jury 
before the reading of the evidence to 
them began, Judge Jones said: 

“Gentlemen: The problem in this case 
is to find the facts. You have heard the 
testimony of witnesses and the argument 
of counsel. Now, the case is with you. 
It must be tried on the evidence. If you 
should let any impression you may have 
had, or public sentiment, or anything, 
influence your verdict you dp violence to 
your oaths. Your verdict must bé strict- 
ly according to the evidence. I shall give 
you a few rules of law that shall govern 
your actions. You start out assuming 
that the prisoner is innocent. If the state 
has not satisfied you, beyond reasonable 
doubt, that the girl was killed by the de- 
fendant, then you must bring in a ver- 
dict of not guilty. The evidence must 
not only be conclusively consistent with 
the prisonewe guilt, but aacapnOny ty with 
his innocence. You are sworn to try the 
case by the evidence an@ that alone. Try 
the case as men. Rise above public opin- 
fon. I have no opinion in the case. It is 
for you to decide.”’ 

The evidence then was read over to the 
jury and at 4 o’clock they retired. A yer- 
dict is not expected tonight. 

At midnight the city was quiet, the jury 
nad not yet returned a verdict. The 
crowds were dispersing and there will 
probably be no trouble tonight.

EGAN'S FIGHT 
AGAINST BRIDGE 


President of Central Says 
Seaboard’s Project Would 
Hurt Savannah. 


STEAMSHIP WHARVES LIE 
ABOVE POINT FOR BRIDGE 


intimates That Central Road and 
Steamship Company, in Case 
Bridge Is Built, Would 
Establish Terminals on 
Tybee Island. 


Savannah, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)— 
President John M. Egan, of the Central 
railway, returned tcday from Washing- 
ton, where he appeared befdre the senate 
committe? on commerce to argue against 
the passage of the bill giving the Sea- 
board Air Line, or Georgia and Alabama 
Terminal Company, the right to construct 
a bridge across the river at Savannah to 
connect the city with its terminals on 
Hutchinson island. 

Mr. Egan talked at length to the rep- 
resentative of The Constituticn about the 
Sethoard’s project, which he declares 
threatens to inflict irreparable damage 
upon the port and upon the interests of 
the Central Railway and Steamship Com- 
pany and the Merchants aygd Miners’ 
Transportation Company, whose wharves 
lie above the point at which the proposed 
bridge is to cross. 

Mr. Egan intimated that the Central 
railway and the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany are not entlrely dependent upon 
their present wharf preperty, saying that 
it might be that the Central would es- 
tablish terminals on Tybee island if it 
should be found that its interests were 
toe greatly damaged by the bridge. There 
are many, Mr. Egen helds, who would 
be glad enough to evoid making the trip 
from the sea to Savannah, which courd 
be done by the establishment of terminals 
at Tyhee. 

Asked if this were not merely a threat 
which would never be carried cut. even 
though the bridg® was built, Mr. Egan 
replicd rather spiritedly, saying that it 
was not an idle threat by any means. 

What Mr. Egan wants is the defeat cf 
the bill. That failing, he wants a clause 
introduced as an amendment that will 
guarantee the Central Railway and 
Steamship Company against damages on 
account of the bridge. 


COMMITTED FOR STABBING. 


Oscar Avant Also Charged with Dis- | 


turbing Public Worship. 


Macon, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)—Os- 
car Avant was arraigned in the recorder’s 
court this morning on the charge of 
stabbing Henry Spalding and Thomas 
Robinson last night at the, First Bap- 
tist church, colored. He was also charged 
with disturbing public worship. Avant 
is a negro, 25 years of age, and had 
been drinking. He was talking loudly 
to a girl. Spalding and Robinson, who are 
‘ushefS* at, ti® church, ofddred him to 
kéep quiet. This, he refused to do. When 
they attempted to put him out of the 
church he cut Robinson in the arm and 
Spalding in the side. He used a razor. 
Avant was committed to the city court on 
two charges of stabbing and was also 
committed for disturbing public worship.

Much depends on the 
meeting tonight of the central labor 
body, which is to discuss the strike ques- 
tion. Some of the leaders of this body 
are said to belleve that the interests of 
untfonism will] suffer seriously in New Or- 
Ieans if the employees yield their de- 
mand for recognition. -Mayor Capdevielle 
expresses the belief that there will be no 
strike. 

The union sought a conference with 
railroad presidents, promising that union- 
ism would not be discussed. The presi- 
dents framed a refusal this evening, say- 
ing the invitation was simply another 
means of securing a conference for the 
union, which had already ben refused. 
The companies were each willing to dis- 
cuss its own rules with its employees, 
but would not enter into conferences 
about the manaagement of the other com- 
panies. The union’s executive committee 
will meet in the morning and probably 
call a mass meeting for tonight. The 
Central Labor council is in session to- 
night and its action may have strong 
bearing on the situation. If it gives en- 
couragement there may be a strike by 
Sunday. 

Prominent citizens started a movement 
today for a volunteer committee to aid 
in maintaining law and order in case of 
trduble. This is the committee which is 
said to have exerted influence enough to 
counteract the Debs movement here five 
years ago. 


SUGAR FOR THE SALTY SEA. 


Schooner Laden with a Sweet Cargo 
Goes to Pieces. 


Tampa, Fla., March 21.—Details of the 
grounding of the four-masted American 
schooner Monhegan, Captain J. J. Mur-

Golumbus, Ga., Marcl: 21.—(Special.)— 
Judge Butt today granted a charter to 
the Interstate Railway Construction Com- 
pany, which is organized for the purpose 
of building the Columbus, Eufaula and 
Gulf railroad. from Columbus to S8Bt. 
Andrews bay, Florida. a distance of 
about 175 miles, through the states of 
Georgia, Alabama and Florida. 

W. A. Hawkins, manager of the gnter- 
prise, left this afternoon for Atlanta, and 
will appear before .the secretary of state 
Monday for the purpose of securing the 
charter for the railway company, appli- 
cation for which was published a_ few 
weeks ago. The railway company is to 
be formally crganized at a meeting to he 
held in Columbus within a few days, and 
immediately after organization Mr. Haw- 
kins says a party of surveyors will start 
out. He thinks that dirt will be broken 
cn the new road by May 1. He states that 
northern capitalists have pledged the 
necesS8ary funds, and that the road is 
absolutely assured. 

Mr. Hawkins is a railrcsd man, forme. 
ly of Americus, more recently of Fitz- 
gerald, and now of Columbus. The gen- 
eral offices of the new railroad are to be 
in Columbus.

It has been 
rumored several times that ‘these milis 
would increase in size, but nothing def- 
inite has leaked out before this time. 

It is well known that the Georgia mill 
has been a big money-maker for several 
years and this enlargement will cause no 
great amount of. surprise. While the 
officials are not talking, it can be taken 
as a fact that the Massachusetts mill 
has bought out the Lindale Company 
and the trade involves something like 
$100,000. , 

The Lindale Company owns 300 acres 
of land adjacent to the lands of the Mas- 
sachusetts mills at Lindale, besides a 
large store house, which furnishes the 
mill people with a large percentage of 
what supplies their employees use. This 
is the property said to have been pur- 
chased by the Massachusetts mill peo- 
ple. 

When their various enlargements are 
carried {nto effect the Massachusetts mill 
in Georgia will represent an investment of 
$1,500,000. 

This action upon the part of the Massa- 
chusetts Mill Company ‘and the Lindale 
Company has caused great excitement 
among real estate cwners in and near 
Lindale and Boozeville, a neighboring 
town.

The slow, persistent campaign of ed- 
ucation in favor of the election of 
United States senators by the people 
will eventually succeed.

- Jt cannot be questioned that the pop- 
‘ular opinion is virtually agreed that 
‘the senate of the United States has 
‘ceased to sufficiently represent pre- 
‘yvailing sentiment in the several states. 
‘Legislatures, by various arts, are in- 
"duced to elect men to the senate who 
‘are notoriously the representatives of 
‘special interests; rather than the com- 
‘mon weal. Railway, banking, indus-

mass of their constituents. These are 
the convictions that are widespread 


among the people. 


- Such suspicions of senators may be 

unjust. Men whose lives have been 
epent in the service of corporations, or 
whose own vast wealth is invested in 
epecial privileges, may still be stern 
enough of virtue to legislate against 
Those interests in vital emergencies. 
Maybe so. But the great trouble is 
in getting the horse sense of the hoi 
polloi to profess that faith. It stub- 
bornly refuses to believe other than 
that, even in the American senate, 


When sélif the wavering balance shakes 
"Tis rarely right adjusted! 
‘There are now eighty-eight members 


of the senate, Delaware being without 
representation, and of that number 
only thirty-one are outspoken in favor 
of the amendment to the constitution 
that would provide for the popular 
election of senators, while twenty- 
three are non-committal. Even if all 


the latter should vote with the thirty 


one there would be lacking five votes 
of the necessary two-thirds majority 
to pass the amendment resolution. 
It will be seen from these figures that 
the prospect of the measure before 
‘the present senate is nil. 

Yet the tide is rising and it may be 
that the passing decade will not go out 
before this popular reform is com- 
peltled from the congress. There are 
few who doubt the ratification of the 
amendment when submitted to the 
states. The demand for it comes even 
from Massachusetts, and the staid old 
* Boston Traveler pertinently says: 

We would rather see the whole senate 
filled with fighting Tillmans, who are 
thonest and uncorruptible, than to have 
one senator sit in that body who owes 
his, admission to the profligate use of 
money and the debauchery of the legisla- 
tors v-ho elected. 

Which only corroborates what we 
have so frequently said, that the com- 
™mon people are getting weary of hold- 
ing the United States senate under 
suspicion and feeling that a seat in 
that august body is a purely purchas- 
able commodity.

By simply exercising ordinary judg- 
ment we can easily avoid the bugbear 
of overproduction, and as long 28 we 
continue to produce the best quality of 
work in the market we will have no 
difficulty in finding purchasers for our 
wares; for it stands to reason that pur- 
chasers will always buy where they 
find that the — profits are to be 
made and thé best inducements are 
offered. 

Until the problem of overproduction 
becomes much more threatening than 
it is at present we see no reason for 
entertaining the unnecessary fears 
which seem to have found lodgment 
in the mind of Colonel Shook, and in- 
stead of relaxing our industrial activ- 
ities it is the part of wisdom to aug- 
ment them in every way possible.

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Our Southern Water Powers. 

There are great opportunities flow- 
ing down our southern water powers 
every moment and but a moiety of 
their manificent productivity is be- 
ing employed. But with the growth of 
manufacturing interests in the South 
Atlantic states these ceaseless streams 
of power are coming into more re- 
quest. The state of Georgia is having 
careful surveys made of those that lie 
in her domain and the facts concern- 
ing them should prove powerful in- 
ducements to capital to fully employ 
the most available of them. 

The Piedmont escarpment is rich in 
these natural storage plants of power. 
They are located in picturesque terri- 
tory, in an agreeable climate, are en- 
vironed by populations eager to labor 
industries and able to 
live on wages that, while lower in act- 
ual figures, are equal in providing 
power to those paid in the industrial 
hives and long winter climate of the 
east. Gradually, but surely, these ad- 
vantages, added to the cheapness of 
power and the proximity to the fields 
of raw materials, ‘will fill up our 
southern water-sheds with factories 
and busy, progressive communities. 

The use of such water powers:to 
produce transmissible electric energy 
for lighting, heating and motive pur- 
poses makes it no longer necessary to 
locate industrial plants and villages 
in low, unhealthful or inaccessible 
places. The most sightly and salubri- 
ous points for industrial communities 
may be chosen and the power to light 
and heat the homes and shops, and 
move the mecharisms can be brought 
from the falls that are many miles 
away. 

The Constitution commends and 
Tends itself to every movement to 
make known to the world the splendid 
water powers of the south, confident 
that a day is coming rapidly when 
they will be more eagerly sought for 
than the placer gold mines of the 
Klona«e. ; 


Sugar-Coating the Pill. 

The difference between democratic 
and republican political methods is al- 
ways notable.

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EDI ORIAL COMMENT. 


Prince Henry on America. 


Prince Henry is eredited in the dis- 
patches with having said some very nice 
things about the American people on his 
arrival in the fatherland. When asked 
what had impressed him most forcibly 
during his trip he promptly replied that 
the great, orderly and cheerful crowds 
had been his most continuous impression, 
and would always remain hig most vivid 
recollection. “I saw> crowds out of doors 
and indoors,’’ he continued; ‘‘faces of 
men and women, with here and there a 
powerful, a beautiful or a spiritual face. 
My regret, if I dared to say I had any, 
was that I could not know some of these 
people better.”’ 

Commenting upon this royal impression, 
The Philadelphia Record says: 

“Here is a personage bred in the school 
of royalty, inculcated with the doctrines 
of the @ivine right of kings and with the 
negation of the principlé of democratic 
equality, and one to whom the sight of 
multitudes on the public highway and in 
assembly halis was not new. Yet, when 
h2 put his foot on-American soil and 
looked ifnto American faces, some of 
them ‘powerful, beautiful or spiritual,’ 
he received the ineffaceable impression 
that the Superlative fact in the United 
States—the thing beside which  every- 
thing in America vanished into insignifi- 
cance—is the great, orderly, cheerful 
crowd; in a word, the American people.”’ 


Sir Richard Temple. 

Sir Richard Temple, who died several 
days ago in London, was regarded as 
the greatest authority of his time on In- 
dian affairs. He wrote many books on 
matters relating to India, and was deco- 
rated with the principal Indian orders. 

He first entered the Bengal civil service 
in 1846, when, at the age of 20, he became 
secretary to Sir John Lawrence in the 
Punjab. Subsequently he was first as- 
sistant to the financiers, James Wilson 
and Andrew Laing, and eventually chief 
commissioner of the central provinces 
and political resident at Hyderabad. He 
was foreign secretary to the governor 
general 
from 1868 to 1874, and in the latter year 
he was appointed to superintend the re- 
lief operations in the famine-stricken 
district of Bengal./ He became lieutenant 
governor of Bengal in 1875, and in the 
following year was created a baronet. 
In January, 1877. he was appointed gov- 
ernor of the presidency of Bombay, which 
office he held until 1880, when he returned 
to England. 

Sir Richard stood as a candidate for 
parliament in the conservative interest 
for East Worcestershire, but was de- 
feated. From 1885 until 1892 he represent- 
ed in the house of commons the Evesham 
division of Worcestershire, and from 1892 
until 1895, when he retired from parlia- 
ment, he sat for the Kingston division 
of Surrey. He was appointed a privy 
councillor in 1896. 

His written works include “India in 
1880,"" “Men and Events of My Time in 
India,’’ “‘Qriental Experience,’ ‘‘Cosmo- 
politan Essays,” ‘‘Palestine Tllustrated,” 
‘The Story of My Life,” ‘Sixty Years 
of the Queen’s Reign,’’ ‘“‘A Birdseye View 
of Picturesque India,” “Lif2 in Parlia- 
ment and the House of Commons.”’ 

Sir. Richard’s eldest son, FEfleutenant 
Colonel Richard Camac Temple, chief 
commissioner of the Andaman and Nico- 
bar islands, and superintendent of the 
penal settlement at Port Blair, will suc- 
ceed to the baronetcy.

TO. CONFOUND CRUMPACKERITES 


By Congressman W. H. 


The constitution of the United States 
is the supreme law of the land. The 
south, in common with all other sections, 
accepts that fundamental truth. 

If any state, north or south, has a 
single provision in its statute or constitu- 
tional law that violates the constitution of 
the United States it is only necessary for 
the supreme court to declare the fact and 
acquiescence by the state so offending 
follows of necessity. 

The fourteenth amendment, in its sec- 
ond section, impliedly permits a state to 
disfranchise negroes (and others) provided 
it accepts the penalty of proportionate 
reduction of members in the house of rep- 
resentatives. The fifteenth amendment 
prohibits any state from disfranchising 
any person whomsoever on account of 
race, color or previous condition of servi- 
tude. So far as the negro is concerned 
the second section of the fourteenth 
amendment was a political compromise 
against him, while the fifteenth amend- 
ment is a compietevindication of his po- 
litical rights. 

Some of the best lawyers in the south 
maintain that none of our’ state con- 
stitutions, not even those containing the 
grandfather clause, are obnoxious to the 
fifteenth amendment. Still, if that be 
true, there yet remains the second sec- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment, which 
provides for a reduction of representa- 
tion whenever a state denies the suffrage 
to male citizens of the United States, 21 
years of age, for any reason whatever, 
except for crime. 

There lies the pressure of the question. 
Is that section still a vitalized part of 
the constitution or is it practically de- 
funct by reason of the subsequent pas- 
sage of the fifteenth amendment? 

The opinion of a great republican lead- 
er and author, the history of the adop- 
tion of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments and the acqui¢scence of the 
American people for more than a quarter 
of a century all combine to sustain the 
conclusion that there is no obligation in 
law, morals or patriotism, compelling us 
to enforce this second section of the 
fourteenth amendment. Some of the sal- 
ient points in support of this’ position 
may be briefly stated as follows: 

1. Mr. Blaine, a leading actor in thoge 


| times and an acknowlédged leatier of the 


party then and onw in power, a learned 
historian, though imbued with deep an- 
tipathy to the south, in his ‘Twenty 
Years tn Congress” says: 

‘“‘When, therefore, the nation, by sub- 
sequent change in its constitution, de- 
clared that the state shall not exclude 
the negro from the right of suffrage, 
it neutralized and surrendered the contin- 
gent right heretofore held, to exclude him 
from the basis of apportionment. Con- 
gress is thus plainly deprived by the 
fifteenth amendment of certain powers 
over representation in the south, which 
it preylously possessed under the pro- 
visions of the fourteenth amendment. 
Before the adoption of the fifteenth 
amendment if a state should exclude 
the negro from suffrage the next step 
would be for congress to exclude the 
negro from the basis of apportionment. 
After the adoption of the fifteenth amend- 
ment if a state should exclude the negro 
from suffrage the next step would be 
for the supreme court to declare that 
the act was unconstitutional,. therefore 
null and void. The essential and ines- 
timable value of the fourteenth amend- 
ment still remains in the three: other sec- 
tions, and preeminently in the first sec- 
tion.’’ 


2. On Marfch:7, 1866, theve wasup; for | 


consideration in the senate a resolution 
for a fourteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution In substantially the samé words 
that are now found itn that section of the 
fourteenth amendment. On that occa- 
sion Charles Sumner, another great re- 
publican light, denounced this provis- 
jon in the most unmeasured terms. He 
said: 

“We are asked to insert a new provision 
in the constitution fixing the basis of 
political power at the expense of fellow 
citizens counted by millions. 

“The proposition is as hardy as it is 
gigantic, for it takes no account of the 
moral sense of mankind, 

“Adopt it, and you will cover the coun- 
try with dishonor. 

“Inf expressed terms there is an admis- 
sion of the idea of inequality of repre- 
sentation founded on race or color. 

‘One of its elementary parts and conse- 
quence is that it sanctions the acknowl- 


mp \

edged tyranny of taxation without repre- 
sentation. 

“And, lastly, I denounce this proposi- 
tion as a compromise of human rights, 
the most ‘mmoral,‘in@cent and utte@y 
shameful! of any in our history.” 

And yet this ts the provision in sub- 
stance that Mr. Crumpacker and Mr. 
Dick and their backers are now trying ta 
enforce, in order to ease their troubled 
consciences. 

When standing alone, that -resolution 
which Mr. Sumner denounced, was de- 
feated in the senate March 9, 1866. 

Only by combining it afterwards with 
other independent provisions, as contain- 
ed in sections 1, 3 and 4 of the present 
fourteenth amendment, did the supporters 
of this scheme secure enough votes to 
pass it through the senate. 

3. When that resolution was still pend- 
ing before the senate on March 9, 1866, 
Senator Henderson. of Missouri, offered 
the following substitute: 

“No state in prescribing the qualifica- 
tions requisite for electors therein shall 
discriminate against any person on ac- 
count of color or race.” 

This was the germ of the fifteenth 
amendment. Mark the fact, it was pre- 
sented, not as an amendment or addition 
to the pending resolution, but as a substi- 
tute for it, 

Its final adoption, tn almost the idene 
tical words of Senator Henderson, some 
three or four yeu.s later, as the fifteenth 
amendment, bears out Mr. Blaine’s opin- 
jon that the second section of the 
fourteenth amendment to the constitution 
has been superseded by the fifteenth 
amendment. 

Senator Henderson, in speaking of the 
substitute, said: 


“I do not ask that they shall grant it 
(the elective franchise) to every unedu- 
cated negro. I would not do it. I would 
- soon think of giving a treasure to an 
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4. Every state in the union has for year 
after year violated this. provision of the 
fourteenth amendment, without suffering 
any penalty therefrom. If its terms are 
to be construed in their plain significance, 
this amendment is contravened by the 
constitution of every state in the unich 
today, except the recent constitution of 
New York. 

Thirty years acquiescence by the entire 
country is another strong indorsement of 
Mr. Blaine’s position, and ought to be a 
balm for the troubled consciences of some 
of our latter-day politicians. 

5. Technically speaking, it may be true 
that the fifteenth amendment does not 
actually repea] the second section to the 
fourteenth amendment; but, fortunately, 
this issue is not to be decided in a tri- 
bunal where technical pleading must con- 
trol. That the fifteenth amendment did 
substantially supersede the second se 
tion of the fourteenth amendment is a 
proposition that can Well be maintained 
before the bar of American public opin- 
ion, the tribunal of last resort for all 
political issues of this nature. The courts 
can enforce the fifteenth amendment, but 
the second section of the fourteenth 
amendment can only be enforced by con- 
gress. In itself it is political, not judicial. 

6. An accurate and impartial application 
of the fourteenth amendment reducing 
representation is impossible under the 
Crumpacker- Dick resolution, because 
there are no sufficient data on which to 
base action. This fact has been distinct- 
ly stated by Mr. Merriam, director of the 
census. To get the necessary data, an- 
other census would have to be taken at 
the cost of millions of dollars, unless the 
promoters of the scheme really intend to 
apply it- with partisan vindictiveness 
against only a few states without regard 


| to its violation by other states. 


7. The enforcemen of this obsolete sec- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment cannot 
possibly telp the negro. On the cog- 
trary, the ¢«ffect will be to injure him in 
more ways than can well be foreseen. It 
will tend to shut off the light of hope 
now left him. 

What an inglorious spectacle this pro- 
posed action must be in the eyes of the 
high-minded republican statesmen of the 
old school.

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Did Judge Augustus Clayton Say It? 

Editor Constitution: I see by your paper 
of March 19 that some one in Madison, Ua., 
takes you up for ascribing to Senator Black- 
burn, of Kentucky, the epigram, ‘‘He who 
daliies is a dartard. He who doubts is lost,’’ 
which he thinks belongs to General Toombs. 
Pardon me for taking you both up. 

I regret I did not see the discussion you 
allude to as having taken place in The Wash- 
ington Post some years ago. I should have 
taken it up, too. 

Allow me to state the following facts: 

Judge Garnett Andrews, of Wilkes county, 
who was my father, left a little book of 
reminiscences of his professional life. In it 
he. gives a sketch of Judge Augustus Clayton, 
and among other things has this to say. 

‘“‘Judge Clayton lost his office by the most 
judge-like act of his ife. The old Troup 
and Crawford party refused to reelect him, 
but he was afterwards nominated and elected 
to congress. Nullification was then begin- 
ning to violently agitate the country, under 
the name of state rights, though many state- 
rights men denied being nullifiers. 

‘‘While in congress Judge Clayton became 
an advocate of the doctrine, and on his 
return a dinner was given him in South Car- 
olina, in the year 1834, when he gave the 
celebrated toast,- ‘He that dallies is a dastard; 
he that doubts is damned,’ which seemed to 
electrify the whole south. 

“Soon after his return to Georgia a dinner 
was given him in Lexington, in Oglethorpe 
county, when he addressed the people, and I 
replied to him in my second political speech.’’ 

I have quoted at some length from Judge 
Andrews’ book, in order that it may carry 
conviction with it. 

Thus it will be seen that Judge Augustus 
Clayton, of _uttered thore memorable 
words before Senator Biaekburn was born, and 
Judge Andrews chronicled them before he 
ever saw the inside of the United States sen- 
ate. The little book I quote from was 
printed by J.°J. .Toon, of Atlanta, fn 1870, 
while Senator Blackburn did not enter con- 


gress until 1875.

Promoters Have Been Meeting in 
New York—Atlanta Houses Said 
To Be in the Deal—L. H. 
Beck Denies Connection 
with It.

Negotiations for the organization of the~ 


Mammoth hardware trust to include all 
the large wholesale hardware houses in 
the country, are again on. It is stated in 
New York, although positively denied 
here, that prominent Atlanta firms are 
taking part in the negotiations. and will 
probably be in the combine. 

For several days a number of prominent 
hardware men have been in session at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, and it is understood 
that they have practically arranged all 
the important features of the big organi- 
gation. 


No name has as yet been selected for | 


the gigantic trust which fs to have ‘a 
capital of $100,000,000. The promoters in- 
tend to secure a large house in every 
prominent city in the country. They will 
then be tn a position to control the busi- 
ness and will force manufacturers to 
make such discriminations in thetr favor 
as will drive all outsiders from the field. 

In perfecting the trust the central or- 
ganization will secure options mpon the 
different houses throughout the country 
which will subsequently be merged into 
the combination. 

This matter has been considered for 
a long time, but up to this time no agree- 
ment has been reached. Parly last fall 
a representative of the projectors spent 
several] days in Atlanta in the interest of 
the combine. 

L. H. Beck, president of the Beck 
& Gregg Hardware Company, was seen 
by a representative ot ‘rhe Constitution 
yesterday in reference to the combine. 
He said: 

“IT know nothing of the hardware trust 
and my firm has nothing to do with it. 
We have not committed ourselves to any- 
thing. Of course, I know nothing of the 
affafrs of other people, but I do not be- 
Neve that any o.her firm in Atlanta in- 
tends entering a combine of this nature.”’ 

The facts concerning the meetings held 
in New York are related in the following 
special tg The Constitution: 

“New York, March 21.—(Special.j—Rep- 
resentatives of a number of the prominent 
wholesale hardware concerns of the coun- 
try are holding a series of meetings at 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel for the purpose 
of perfecting a combine of the leading 
hardware jobbing houses in the principal 
cities. It has practically been decided to 
incorporate the combine with a capitali- 
zation of $100,000,000. The name has not 
been decided on, 

“The plan of the new combine is to.se- 
cure at least one large house in every 
large city. Already options have been 
secured on establishments in Atianta, 
Miacon, Savannah, Greenesboro, Rich- 
mond, Norfolk, Charleston, Mobile, Nash- 
ville, Knoxville, Birmingham, ‘New Or- 
Jeans, Wilmington and in several large 
cities in the west and northwest. 

‘Those interested in the deal feel con- 
fident that it will go through. They say 
that it wiki require three or four months 
to complete negotiations to take over the 
firms it is proposed to merge into the 
combine, and then 'the matter will be sub- 
mitted to the national hardware agsso- 
ciation for approval. 

‘It ig admitted that the combine, if 
organized, when it is perfected, will rev- 
olutionize the hardware indugmry of the 
couhtry. 

“A number of the men who attended the 
conferences at’ the Waldorf-Astoria to- 
night refused to give the names of the 
Atianta firms on which options have been 
secured, but one of them gaid that two or 
three firms of that city will be in the com- 
bination.”’

Former Chief Leiey Writes Per: to 
Constitution. 


AN INTERESTING STATEMENT 


Says That He Resigned To Stop In- 
vestigation and Other Trouble 
That Was Brewing. 


Taking exception to a statement in The 
Constjtution of Thursday morning, former 
Sanitary. Chief T. J. Lowry has written 
a card. 

He denies emphatically that the board 
of health requested his resignation as 
chief. He says: “I voluntarily offered it 
in order to put a stop to the investiga- 
tion and other troubles that were brew- 
ing,’ and adds: ‘I never spent a dol- 
lav in my life that was made dishonestly, 
unless loan'ng money at a more than law- 
ful rate is dishonest.’’ He calis upon 
God to witness the truth of all state- 
ments contained in his card, and conclud- 
irg says: ‘‘Again I call upon God to 
Witness, aud .<v carry out my request if 
I eqguivocate.” The request referred to 
was that he might be tortured in the 

resence of all Atlanta and later be 
struck by Vghtning should he write any- 
thing but :he truth. This is the card in 
full and gives in detail Mr. Lowry’s side 


of the discussion: 


Editor Constitution: Allow me a small 
space, please, to reply to a four-line paragraph 
in this morning’s Constitution. The paragraph 
reads: ‘‘Chief Veal was succeeded by J. T. 
Lowry, whose term of office was also marked 
by a sensational investigation, and who re- 
signed at the request of the board.’’ 

This does me an injustice. The board itself 
will confirm my statement, for they know 
they did not request my resignation. I vol- 
untarily offered it in order to put a stop to 
the investigation and other troubles that were 
brewing; but let me say right here that re- 
Signing was the greatest mistake of my life. 

I was born of Chrigtian parents fifty-eight 
years ago in Cherokee county, Ga. I believe 
in God, the Father Almighty, and in His Son, 
our Lord. I believe that he is a juet God and 
will do with us as the Holy Bible teaches—

WHEELS SEVER 
VICTIM'S BODY 


Edward Stephens Crushed To 
Death Last Night by 
Engine. 


ACCIDENT OCCURRED AT 
BOULEVARD CROSSING 


Two Cars, Moved by Georgia Road 
Switch Engine, Passed Over 
Body—Inquest Will Be Held

Edward Stephens, 24 years of age, was 
crushed to death last night at 6:50 o’clock 
at the Boulevard crossing in the Geor- 
‘gia railroad yards.

The two cars were being moved by the 
switch engine and two railroad men were 
}on top of them. They state that they 
did not see Stephens and say that if 
he had been standing they would likely 
have noticed him. It is suggested that 
perhaps the young man was sitting near 
the track or laying across it. 

As soon as the jolting was felt the 
railroad men apprehended that an acci- 
dent had‘ occurred and the train was 
stopped as quickly as possible.

W. J. Neel, of Rome, Talks of Hill 
City Matters. 


EARLY 


WANTS DECISION 


Dispensary Commissioner Believes 
the New System Will Work 
Smoothly in Rome. 


Hon. W. J. Neel, a prominent lawyér of 
Rome and one of the three commissioners 
elected to take charge cf the dispensary 
in that city when it cpens cn April 1—he 
being chairman of the board, was in At- 
lanta yesterday. He came down to look 
over the records in.the case, which is set 
for a hearing before the supreme court 
next Tuesday. In discussing the matter 
he seid: 

“IT confidently expect the supreme court 
to sustain the constitutionality of the 
Rome dispensary. It is the earnest desire 
of both sides that a prompt decision he 
rendered. In the ordinary course of events 
a ruling would hardly be expected by 
April 1, but a special request will be 
made to the court to ‘take this matter 
under ccnsideration and, if posetble, hand 
Guwn a decision by that date. As i 
understand , the matter, nearlv all the 
eints involved in the present case have 
already been settled by the supreme court 
in econne2ztion with czecs which have come 
up from other counties. The friends of 
the Rome dispensary expect a favorable 
aecision. 

“The three commissioners, recently 
elected, have gene forward with all neces- 
sary preliminary arrengements: A man- 
ager bas been selected, a house rented 
apd wines and liq iors purchased and we 
€xpect to open on April 1. Al] liquor 
iicepses in Rume expire on the jast day of 
March and it is not probable that the city 
council will issue any new license for 
the coming vear under existing conditions. 
The liquor men, therefore, are as much 
interested as we are in the prompt settle- 
ment of the three cases now before the 
supreme court. 

“‘In view of the hard fight in Floyd, the 
attention of people in all parts of Geer- 
gia has been directed to the Rome dis- 
pensery and its work will be watched 
vith interest. The dispensary in our city 
is an experiment. We may makc mistakes 
and do not expect to escape criticism, but 
it is desirable that the plan be given a 
fair and honest test. Many thoughtful, 
conservative temperance people believe it 
Will be the best solution of the whisky 
question. Also there are many extreme 
prohibitionists and other. most excellent 
people who are violently opposed to the 
dispensary idea, or eny other plan that 
contemplates the legalized sale of whisky 
in any form. Naturally we expect from 
these and from extremists on the saloon 
side, nothing tut abuse and _ criticism. 
Frohibition has never worked satisfactori- 
ly in towns the size of Rome, but our 
recple believe that the dispensary, under 
proper managoment, will be a vast im- 
provement over the saloog system.”

OTHER PLAYERS EXPECTED 


Atlanta Is Promised a Team That 
Will Carry Its End on the Base- 
ball Field During the Com- 
ing—Only Good Play- 
ers Signed.

Manager Pabst, of the Atlanta basebail 
team for the 1902 season, will reach At- 
lanta this:‘morning accompanied by Krug 
and two players from 8st. Louis the 
manager picked up on his way south. * 

E..T. Peter, owner of the franchise, is 
here to greet the men from the slope 
and during the day will have a full con- 
ference with his manager, a conference 
which will place all the preliminary work 
in the man Mr. Peter has selected to 
guide the Atlanta baseball team through 
the coming season. + 

Pabst brings with him a record few 
baseball men in the south can show. He 
has been on the diamond six or seven 
years and without an exception has 
made an excellent showing. Three times 
he has managed teams on the slope and 
each time he has landed his followers 1n 
first place, carrying, with the banner, a 
record for clean, straight work. Never 
has there been the slightest charge 
against Pabst in any way. His work 
has invariably been clean and clear and 
that alone was the one great point Mr. 
Peter had in view when he sougnt Pabst’s 
name to a contract. Along with the 
party which Pabst brings is Krug, 
who, as has been stated, will prob- 
ably cover third base for the Atlanta 
team. Krug is one of the coming players 
of the season now about to open. He 
is a strong, healthy youngster, whose 
services have been in demand ~since he 
began playing ball in the west. Every 
club on the slope wanted Krug and few 
men have left a.section in which so 
many flattering offers have been tender- 
ed as have been laid before Krug. But 
Krug and Pabst have long been asso- 
clates and friends and when the manager 
asked the third baseman to come south 
with him the contract was quickly sign- 


ed 
Philadelphia Wants Him. 

Both the American Association and the 
National League were after Krug and the 
Philadelphia management now claims a 
contract with the -Californian, byt that 
contract is denied, not only by Manager 
Pabse, but by Krug himself. 
should the third baseman have made 
a contract, which is doubted, Philadel- 
phia could not hold him on account of 
the agreement among the minor leagues. 
Last fall the minor leagues entered into 
a compact which gives them the whip 
over both the National League and the 
American Association, the two parent 
bodies. In forming that compact the 
minor leagues, every one of them, made 
a purse, formed a combine, elected offi- 
cers and signed an agreement; such an 
agreement as has long been needed by tie 
minor association. By that agreement 
every club in every minor association 
binds itself not to engage any ball player 
who may leave any one of the minor 
league clubs for either of the larger 
bodies in event that player may seek an 
engagement with any club in any one 
of the minor leagues. It is a practical 
black list for the player who may accept 
the terms of any manager in either the 
National League or the American Asso- 
ciation. Apart from this Krug is on 
record as being partial to any team in 
which Pabst may be enlisted. 

Hard Work Next Week. 

‘“‘By Monday,” said Mr. Peter, “I ex- 
pect to see about one-half the men sign- 
ed for the season in Atlanta and ready 
for work. More than a half dozen of 
them have left home and are now en 
route to Atlanta. Manager Pabst -will 
take active charge the minute he ar- 
rives and will put his men at work. I 
find the grounds in good condition. 
Stouch has done a great lot of work 
out there and the field is about as solid 
and complete as a new field could be 
made. Stouch has worked diligently and 
faithfully and I am sure Pabst will be 
pleased with what he finds when he makes 
his initial inspection. I am inclined to 
think that almost every man who has 
placed his name to an Atlanta contract 
will be here within the next week and 
that they will know each other on the 
diamond well. It is my desire to give 
Atlanta the best ball it has had in years. 
Of one thing that Atlanta ball lovers may 
be sure is that there will be nothing 
shady about any of it. If I can’t give the 
best city in the association good,. clean 
ball I will give them nothing. I have, 
at my home, a business reputation that 
is worth more to me than all the money 
I can make out of baseball during the 
coming year. I could not, neither would 
I, sacrifice that reputation for the few 
dollars I might be able to make cut of the 
game. I realize that the eyes of the 
Atlanta people are upon me. It is a 
ease of being forewarned, and, conse- 
quently, I am forearmed. Now, remem- 
ber, I don’t assert that I will win the 
pennant, but I will predict that the team 
wearing the Atlanta uniform will be 
among the leaders. I think Pabst has 
found the men who can do the trick. 
If they can’t he will continue his hunt 
for them. My cantracts will all go to 
President Nicklin and I will adhere as 
close to the salary limit as any owner in 
the Southern Assoctation. The Umit is 
not a niggardly one. For the amount 
agreed upon by the association member- 
ship a good, strong club should be found 
and for that amount I will find a good 
lot of players, .I intend -to be as fair 
with my associates in the association as 
I want to be with the Atlanta people 
and I will not, in any instance, overstep 
the limit. All I ask for is the indulgence 
of the Atlanta ball] lovers until the team 
has had a chance to show what is in 
it. If it develops that the men are not 
as strong as Maneger Pabst thinks they 
are then we will begin a search for men 
who can do the right thing for Atlanta.

It ig supposed Congressman Mad- 
dox wants this information at hand in 
case an investigation of the franchise 
laws of.the states should come up under 
the Crumpacker resolution, which has 
been ordered reported favorably to the 
house.

It appears that the negro schools of the 
state cost annually about $250,000, while 
of this amount the negroes pay in poll 
taxes and all something like $108.000, leav- 
ing about $142,000 that is paid by the white 
people. Judge Maddox also asked when 
the law requirjng the poll tax be paid as 
a precedent to voting was passed, and 
when it was enacted that all taxes must 
be paid before the privilege of the fran- 
‘chise could be enjoyed. He wants to put 
h®mself in a position to show that there 
are no laws in Georgia abridging the 
franchise and enacted for the purpose 
of preyenting the negro from voting, and 
aTso that no negro is debarred from vot- 
ing who complies with the same. laws 
that the white people who vote are re- 
quired to mply with. ; 

Georgia's record is quite clear in this 
respect, and Congressman Maddox anid 
other representatives from Georgia will 
have no difficulty in showing, should it 
ever become nécessary, that the negro 
enjoys the same privilege of franchgse 
that the white man does, so long as he 
complies with the laws of the state. Con- 
gressman Maddox stated that he desired 


occasion to use it to Georgia’s interest, 
and no doubt the possibility of the pas- 
sage of the Crumpacker resolution led 
to his request for it. The information 
is being prepared by Captain “Tip’’ Har- 
rison and will be forwarded to Congress- 
man Maddox today.

AT $20,000 CASH 


Sam Farrall Britgs Suit Against Rail- 
road for That Amount. 


HE IS A YGUTH OF SIXTEEN 


His Father Wants $3,000 from the 
Road as Compensation for the

Painter’s Trade. 


Sam! Farrall, aged 16, thinks much of 
his feet.

It is charged 
that the engine gave no warning of its 
approach and that the watchmen cn duty 
ai the crossing also failed to acquaint the 
young man of his danger.

“T am satisfied there is nothing in all 
these reports about damage to the fruit 
trees as a result of the recent cold snap,” 
remarked a south Georgia fruit man at 
the Kimball house last night. “I have 
just come from the fruit section and I 
made an investigation in several or- 
chards on Wednesday after the weather 
had considerably moderated and when 
it ‘was time for the damage to show it- 
self, if there was any. I found that the 
trees I saw were in good shape and the 
only \effect the cold had at all,was to 
kill a few of the early blooms that were 
brought out by the preceding warm 
weather. There were not enough of 
these, however, for any material damage 
to be done to the fruit crop and I am 
satisfied the results are not so serious 
as have been stated. ° : 

“On the other hand, TI think the pros- 
pects are fine for a splendid fruit crop 
this year. The trees have not bloomed 
yet to any great extent, though the buds 
will probabiy open up now with a few 
days of real warm weather. The trees 
are in comparatively good shape, and if 
there are no more killing frosts you may 
look out for one of the best fruit crops 
Georgia has had in some time. It will 
be every bit as good, if not better, than 
that of last year. A mild spring has been 
predicted and I feel as if that prediction 
were going to be true. The danger point 
has not been passed by the fruit crop 
yet, but every day is bringing it nearer 
to safety. and I am beginning to feel 
confidence in the outcome.” 


What is a ‘“jodarter?” Congressman 
Griggs used the word the other day in 
referring to one of his colleagues in the 
house, and it created some amusement. 
According to Congressman Griggs’ use 
of the word it appears; to mean something 
like “‘the real thing,” “‘a hummer,” “a 
peach,’”’ ‘“‘it,”’ and a number of other 
expressions that are applied to people 
who are up to date and who know their 
business.

It’s dollars to 
doughnuts that this is one word that 
Shakespeare knew nothing about.”

Massengale, 
the author of the article in question, was 
in Atlanta a day or two ago and took 
occasion to correct an fmpression with 
reference to the article. He says he did 
not say that no men with four lettered 
or short names ever accomplished any- 
thing of moment, but merely called at- 
tention to the fact that the name of 
Captain Park and the two justices of 
the supreme court, Justices Cobb and 
Fish, who decided with the treasurer in 
his mandamus suit, spelled their names 
with only four letters. It was merely 
mentioned as a coincidence, he said. 

The officials who were talking over 
the matter mentioned g number of other 
well known characters in history whose 
names were spelled with four letters or 
less. Among these were Chief Justice 
John Jay, Vicé President Aaron Burr, 
General Leonard Wood, Secretary of 
State John Hay, Presidént James K. Polk, 
Marshal ‘Ney, General W. B. Bate, Gen- 
eral R. Hoke, General Philip Cook, 
General W. R. Cox, General Basil Duke, 
General Harry Hays, General D. H. Hill, 
General J. B. Hood, General A. L. Long, 
General Leonidas Polk, General Albert 
Pike, General Henry A. Wise and many 
others. These names were given in ad- 
dition to those published in the article 
in The Constitution several days ago.
